The latest data, which tracks change in multi-tenant buildings from the second quarter, excludes 
government and medical buildings. Other vacancy statistics in the report:   
-Suburban office vacancy: 17.1 percent, down 0.7 percent 
-Total office vacancy for Marion County and nearby suburbs: 16.6 percent, down 0.1 percent
